Motion 1. Council considered a motion to adopt the published 
76-8-1 agenda with the addition of 


3.1 Approval of degree candidates for fall Convocation. 


Motion 2. Council considered a motion to delete items 6.3 and 
76-8-2 6.4 from the agenda. 


3. It was argued that since no documentation had been 
circulated prior to the meeting on these topics, and 
that since any legislation enacted would have a pro- 
found import on the development of the Faculty, 
Councillors should be given the opportunity to fami- 
liarize themselves with the issue before being asked 
to vote. It was counter-argued that a discussion 
dealing with these matters would be useful at this 
time, and that Council need enact legislation only 
when it was prepared to do so.

9. Library 


The Chairman welcomed Dr. Filion and Mr. Snowball to 
Council. Dr. Filion, newly appointed Director of 
Libraries, noted that as the purpose of the Library 
was to serve faculty and students, efforts would be 
directed towards improving services to the University 
community. He would, in addition, work towards making 
the Library a centre of excellence in specific areas. 
There were questions related to specific services of 
the Library. 


The Chairman noted that any planning with respect to 
the future location of the Engineering and Science 
Library should take into account the wishes of the 
Faculty to keep this facility near to faculty offices 
and student classrooms. 


Mr. Snowball outlined the formula used to determine 
the 1976/77 budgets and modifications to be intro- 
duced for the allocation of 1977/78 budgets (Doc. 
76-8-4). There were several questions dealing with 
this formula. It was agreed that the Faculty Library 
Committee would be asked to study the formula and to 
report to Council on possible improvements. 


Dr. Filion noted that the over-all annual expenditures 
for Concordia libraries compared favourably with those 
for other Canadian libraries. However, he was unable 


to pppoe the Concordia Engineering library budget 
with those of other Canadian Faculties of Engineering. 


10. Academic Regulations (B.Eng.) 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. 76-8-5. 
It was noted that these regulations had been approved 
in principle (Motion 76-7-6), and that Council was 
being asked at this meeting to approve the details of 
the regulations.

Council unanimously adopted a motion to re-word item 
2 to read: 


"1. At the completion of that term of study which 
includes for the first time at Teast four of the 
courses specified in section 71 for the B.Eng._ 
degree, full-time students who have achieved C 
or better in each of at least 2/3 of the courses 
for which they are registered, with no more than 
One failing grade, may register for six courses 
in the following term (see Table 1). Students 
thus registered, who do not meet this require- 
ment will have their programme for the next 
term determined by the appropriate member of the 
Dean's office in consultation with their advisor." 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to state in item 
4 that the "approved alternative" is as specified by 
the student's Department. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to state in item 
5a) that the approved alternative is specified by the 
appropriate member of the Dean's office in consulta- 
tion with the student's Department. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to 


(a) Use "terms" instead of sessions in the defi- 
nition of academic year. 


(b) Specify section 71 under "grading system".

Graduate Curriculum 

The Assistant Dean noted no response had been received 
with respect to Motion 76-7-15. It was agreed to 
remove the item from the agenda. 


Future of Science 

Chairman informed Council that Senate had approved the 
establishment of a committee consisting of the Academic 
Deans with the mandate to: 


"Il. Set out and report to Senate the questions which 
they consider central to the determination of the 
academic organization of the University in 
general, and Arts and Science in particular. 


"2. Set out and report to Senate on the various models 
of academic organization they feel should be con- 
Sidered by the Senate and comment on and evaluate

these in relation to the questions identified 
above. 


"3. Make every effort to reach a solution that is 
unanimously supported by the Deans, on academic 
organization, and particularly the organization 
of Arts and Science. 


"4. Report their final recommendation to Senate by 
its February meeting, with Progress reports at 
the December and January meetings." 


It was agreed that the Faculty should prepare a state- 
ment. It was agreed to hold a general meeting of the 
Faculty in early January in order to discuss long-range 
goals. 


Entrance Profiles 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. 76-8-6, 
Professor Whitelaw's report of CLESEC's recommendations. 
He stated his concern that if these recommendations 

were implemented, and subsequently used as the basis 

for admission to the Faculty's engineering programmes, 
there would be a significant deterioration in the over- 
all preparation of CEGEP graduates entering these 
programmes. 


It was agreed to schedule a special meeting of Council 
for 13:00 hours on 18 November to consider the Faculty's 
response to Senate. 


It was agreed to form an ad hoc committee consisting of 
the Dean, the Assistant Dean, and Professors Lindsay, 
Pekau and du Plessis. The committee would Study the 
issue and prepare specific recommendations for con- 
sideration by Council. 


Election of Member to Scholarships and Awards Committee 


Professors Nasser, Cheng and Atwood were nominated. 
The Dean's office will undertake to circulate the 
ballots.

In the ensuing discussion, some Councillors stated that

the documentation provided was insufficient. Some 
councillors also questioned the wisdom of "directing" 
the research of faculty. In response, it was noted 
that considerable documentation was available for those 
interested in studying it. It was also noted that no 
member of faculty was obliged to join the Centre. How- 
ever, given that research in the Centre was to be 
oriented towards certain defined objectives, it would 
be necessary for all members to co-operate in meeting 
these objectives.
